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ANALYSIS OF COAL GAS. 


In the usual methods adopted for the analysis of coal 
gas all those constituents which are absorbed by bromine 
or by concentrated sulphuric acid are designated ‘ un- 
saturated hydrocarbons.’’ These may include aromatic 
hydrocarbons, in addition to the olefines, diolefines, and 
acetylenes. 

The separate determination of these constituents is of 
particular interest, not only in the study of the influence 
of temperature upon the carbonisation products of coal, 
but from the point of view of the technical utilisation of 
certain of these products. 

A *Paper recently issued describes a method for deter- 
mining the quantities of ethylene, propylene, butylene 
and butadiene in a sample of gas. A discussion of 
previous work on the subject and a bibliography are 
included.

HEJAZ-NEJD COINAGE. 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the 
““ Hejaz-Nejd Coinage Regulation,’’ which came into 
force on 23rd January last. The Regulation provides 
that Turkish dollars and fractions thereof shall no longer 
be legal tender in the territories in question, but shall 
be replaced by silver Arab dollars (Mejidiehs), half 
dollars and quarter dollars. The basis of exchange is 
the pound sterling, the value of which is fixed at 10 Arab 
silver dollars, or 110 piastres Miri or 220 local] piastres. 

Debts contracted in Turkish dollars falling due after 
23rd January, 1928, will be settled as follows:—The 
gold pound will be taken as the basis of settlement, and 
in the absence of any special agreement between the 
parties, the amonnt due will be paid either in gold or in 
Arab dollars at (%° rate of conversion from Turkish cur- 
rency prevailine when the debt was contracted, 7.e., 112 
piastres Miri to cne gold pound.

BELGIAN BEET CULTIVATION. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Brussels reports 
that, according to the ‘‘ Echo de la Bourse,’’ the area 
sown to beet this year will be smaller than in 1927. The 
reduction, however, is not expected to amount to more 
than 10 per cent. 


CZECHOSLOVAK SUGAR. 

The British Commercial Secretary’s office at Prague 
has forwarded an extract from the ‘‘ Central European 
Observer,’’ which states that in the first four months of 
the current campaign (October to January) 152 Czecho- 
slovak factories were in operation, and worked up 
7,476,323 tons of beet, as compared with 6,232,987 tons 
in the corresponding period of 1926-1927. 

The output of sugar was 1,233,803 tons, as against 
1,023,119 tons. Home consumption accounted for 
139,015 tons, as compared with only 124,979 tons in the 
same period of last season. The export trade, however, 
was less satisfactory, the amount leaving the country 
being only 292,636 tons, as against 373,733 tons in 1926- 
27. 


Supplies in hand at the end of January amounted to 
802,601 tons, as against 561,090 tons a year before. 
The output of molasses in the first four months of the 
current season was some 225,000 tons, as compared with 


185,000 tons in the corresponding period of 1926-27. 





INTERNATIONAL CELLULOSE CARTEL. 


The Department is informed from the office of the 
British Commercial Secretary at Prague that, according 
to local press reports, an agreement has been reached in 
the protracted negotiations between the Czechoslovak 
cellulose industry and the International Cartel which 
will enable the Czechoslovak concerns to join the latter- 
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Special Articles. 


BRITISH SHIPPING. 





MOVEMENT AT PORTS. OF THE UNITED 
KINGDOM IN 1927 AND 1925. 


Preliminary figures are now available of the move- 
ment of shipping at ports of the United Kingdom in the 
year 1927, and in the following article a comparison is 
made between this movement during that year and the 
corresponding movement in the year 1925. The year 
1925 has been selected for comparative purposes instead 
of 1926, because of the abnormal conditions which were 
prevalent during the greater part of 1926 owing to the 
dispute in the coal mining industry. 


FOREIGN TRADE. 


The total net tonnage of the entrances in the Foreign 
Trade at ports of the United Kingdom with cargoes and 
in ballast during 1927 was 90,442,000 tons, an increase 
of 7-65 per cent. as compared with the total net tonnage 
of the entrances for the year 1925. The increase in 
respect of the entrances with cargoes was 9:15 per cent., 
and that in respect of the entrances in ballast was 4°72 
per cent. The total net tonnage of the clearances in 
the Foreign Trade with cargoes and in_ ballast 
during 1927 amounted to 91,297,000 tons, and was 
7-04 per cent. greater than the corresponding figure for 
1925. The clearances with cargoes in 1927 were in the 
aggregate 1-91 per cent. greater than in 1925, while the 
clearances in ballast increased by 20-97 per cent. The 
large increase in the clearances in ballast was spread over 
the whole of the year, and cannot be traced to any par- 
ticular cause. At London, whose trade is general, a 
large increase in the clearances in ballast was recorded. 
An increase in the number of vessels clearing from Ply- 
mouth and Cowes, after landing or embarking 
passengers, was also noticeable, and an increased number 


of vessels left the Tyne and other coal ports direct for 


abroad without cargo, or with bunkers only. 


By Areas:—The net tonnage of the entrances at 
United Kingdom ports during 1927 from Northern 
Europe was 37-63 per cent. of the total entrances from 
all areas; 16-83 per cent. of the total net tonnage arrived 
from Europe (Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean 
Countries, and 17-18 per cent. from North America- 
Atlantic Coast. The corresponding percentages in 1925 
were 36°49, 17°37, and 17-41. The net tonnage of the 
entrances from no other area exceeded 6:0 per cent. of 
the total entrances in either year. 


Of the entrances at United Kingdom ports from 
Northern Europe, 49:2 per cent. in 1927 and 47°1 per 
cent. in 1925 of the net tonnage related to vessels with 
cargo. 56-5 per cent. in 1927 and 52-4 per cent. in 1925 
of the net tonnage of vessels that entered from Europe 
(Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean Countries 
entered with cargo, and 87:3 per cent. in 1927 and 89-2 
per cent. in 1925 of the net tonnage of entrances from 
the Atlantic Coast of North America were with cargo. 


With regard to the net tonnage of the clearances from 
ports of the United Kingdom during 1927, 31-13 per 
cent. cleared for the Northern European Area, 17-39 per 
cent. for Europe (Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean 
Countries, and 18-20 per cent. for the Atlantic Coast of 
North America. The corresponding percentages for 
1925 were 31-26, 17:16, and 19-05. Clearances from the 
United Kingdom for no other area reached 7-0 per cent. 
of the total ‘clearances i in either year. 
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Of the net tonnage of the clearances from the United 
Kingdom for Northern Europe during 1927, 60-8 per 
cent. related to vessels with cargo as compared with 64°7 
per cent. in 1925. Of the total clearances to Europe 
(Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean Countries in 1925 
and 1927, 71:7 per cent. and 67°5 per cent. respectively 
of the net tonnage represented clearances with cargo and 
65°4 per cent. in 1927 and 67-8 per cent. in 1925 of the 
tonnage that cleared for the Atlantic Coast of North 


America were with cargo. 


Although the figures were comparatively small, 
increases of some magnitude were recorded in respect of 
1927, as compared with 1925, in the net tonnage of the 
entrances from and clearances for the Atlantic Coast of 
South America and the Pacific Coast of North America. 


The following table shows the net tonnage of vessels 
that entered and cleared, with cargoes and in ballast, at 
ports of the United Kingdom, from and to other 
countries in the years 1925 and 1927, distinguishing the 
areas from which the vessels entered or for which they 
cleared :—

The renewed strength of sterling in New York was the 
most noticeable feature in the foreign exchange market 
in February. The closing rates for the £ on the Ist and 
2nd were 4°872 and 4°873 respectively, but there was a 
sharp relapse to 4-870 on the 3rd; this fall was accounted 
for by the advance in the New York Federal Reserve dis- 
count rate from 34 to 4 percent. The rate for sterling 
rose again to 4-871 on the 4th, and strengthened steadily 
throughout the rest of February. A “closing rate of 
4-874 was recorded each day from the 10th to the 16th; 
4-875 was quoted on the 17th and 18th, 4-878 on the 21st 
and 22nd, and 4°880 on the 23rd, 27th and 28th. The 
closing rate on the 29th was 4°879. The upward move- 
ment of sterling is largely attributed to the renewal of 
foreign borrowing in New York. 


The Spanish exchange had an upward tendency in 
February, the closing rates for the peseta being 28°485 
on the Ist and 28890 on the 29th. The rate for the 
French frane was unchanged at 124. 


The quotations for the belga were above theoretical 
gold parity (35 to the £) from the 10th to the end of 
the month; the closing quotation was 35°035 on the 
23rd and 35-01 on the 29th. The Berlin exchange rate 
moved slightly in favour of the reichsmark during 
February, while the fluctuations in other Continental 
gold rates were, on balance, in favour of sterling. 


The Buenos Aires dollar was quoted on the first and 
last day of the month at 47{d. The yen varied little in 
value, the highest closing rate being 234d., and the 
lowest 23,),d. except on the one day, the 13th, when it 
was slightly more favourable to sterling.

KILN-SEASONING OF TIMBER. 

Numerous enquiries for advice on kiln-seasoning 
received at the Forest Products Research Laboratory of 
the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research 
appear to indicate that a summary of the principles 
underlying the drying of timber and a description of the 
more modern standardised types of drying kiln would 
be of value to those actively interested in this subject. 

Accordingly a *Report has been written with a view 
to meeting this demand. The process of drying and the 
consequent essentials required in kiln construction and 
treatment are briefly dealt with, and five common types 
of kiln are described with diagrammatic illustrations. 
The Report concludes with a brief summary of the 
several factors which influence a commercial use of kilns 
and the importance of trained operators being placed in 
charge of the seasoning operations is emphasised. 

The Report is based on practical experience gained at 
the Forest Products Research Laboratory and on the 
inspection of a large number of commercial installations 
in this country, Canada, and the United States. It will 
be followed by others in which kiln instruments and 
various phases of kiln-seasoning practice will be 
discussed. 








BRITISH STANDARD CUP AND COUNTER- 
SUNK BOLT-HEADS, NUTS AND WASHERS. 


A Specification recently issued by the British 
Engineering Standards Association deals with the dimen- 
sions of black, iron and steel, cup and countersunk bolt- 
heads, nuts and washers. Six types of bolt-heads are 
dealt with in the specification, for use in connection with 
iron or steel work and wood work, and nine sizes are 
listed from + inch to 1 inch in diameter. Hexagonal 
and square nuts are specified, the dimensions being those 
formerly issued by the Association in 1908 in Report 
No. 28. The washers for use with the bolts are of five 
types, having round and square holes, and two patterns 
are of taper section for use with steel angles, channels 
and beams.

The Department of Customs estimates the total 
imports through all Union ports for February at 
£6,065,288, against £5,513,114, the audited figures for 
February, 1927. Exports, excluding gold and dia- 
monds, are estimated at £4,026,753, against £3,344,276, 
the audited figure for the corresponding month of last 
year. The value of gold and specie exported was 
£3,820,067, as compared with £3,108,693 for February, 
1927. 





SOUTH AFRICAN FRUIT SHIPMENTS TO 
THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


The High Commissioner for the Union of South Africa 
in London reports that on 23rd and 24th February the 
following boxes of fruit were shipped to United Kingdom 
ports :—Pears, 127,248; grapes, 39,966; plums, 21,475; 
peaches, 5,071; dried apricots, 1,960; pines, 860 ; prunes, 
286; nectarines, 208; apples, 165; granadillas, 40; 
melons, 19; and mangoes, 15. 





INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Com- 
missioner in London on the season and crops during the 
weeks ended on the dates stated : — 


Rainfall.—Calcutta, 5th March. During the week 
ended 4th March rainfall was nearly general in Kashmir 
and Assam on one day. There were local or few falls 
of rain elsewhere. 

Crops.—Bengal, 29th February. The weather has 
been dry. Crop prospects are unsatisfactory owing to 
the deficiency of moisture. Bihar and Orissa, 27th 
February. Light rain has fallen in parts. The con- 
dition of standing and rabi crops generally is good. 
Punjab, 27th February. The weather has been dry. 
The condition of standing crops is average to good on 
irrigated areas and generally average on unirrigated 
areas. Central Provinces, 27th February. Light rain 
in parts has benefited rabi crops. Some damage has 
been done to wheat and rabi in places by pests. Madras, 
25th February. The weather has been dry. The con- 
dition of crops is fair except in places. 





INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS IN THE UNITED 
STATES. 


The largest unemployment in the United States since 
1922 is reported in a cable received by the London Office 
of the Guaranty Trust Company of New York. There 
has been more activity in the steel industry, however, 
and the January automobile output was 40-7 per cent. 
above December, though 5°8 per cent. below January, 
1927. 





GUATEMALAN CONSULAR FEES (ARTICLES 
SENT BY POST.) 


A Decree recently issued by the Guatemalan Govern- 
ment provides that, as from lst January last, all articles 
(whether or not subject to import duty) imported into 
the country by post, whether registered or not, are to 
pay Consular, fees at the same rate (8 per cent. ad 
valorem) as that applicable to goods imported by parcel 
post. The amount of the fee is to be determined by 
invoices or other documents to be presented by the 
importer.

COLOGNE SPRING FAIR. 

According to a report received from the British Consul- 
General at Cologne, this Fair, which was again pre- 
dominantly German, was completely overshadowed by 
the forthcoming International Press Exhibition. It was 
divided, as in previous years, into two main sections, 
the technical and the general. The former included a 
special exhibit of grinding and polishing machinery and 
accessories, in which some thirty exhibitors participated. 
Wood-working machines were prominent and are re- 
ported to have sold well, although on the whole business 
in the technical section was not very brisk. 

In the general section there was again a large furniture 
exhibition, which was restricted, as before, to trade 
buyers. The majority of the exhibiting firms were, 
however, still engaged in meeting orders booked at the 
last Fair, and buying was consequently slack. There 
was a French fashion group in the general section, as 
well as an Austrian group comprising leather goods, 
bric-a-brac, pottery, underwear, glass, knitted goods, 
etc., but in these, and in the textile section, the turnover 
was comparatively small, for the Spring Fair had, owing 
to the arrangements for the Press Exhibition, to be held 
earlier than usual, and thus failed to synchronise with 
the buying season for many of the products displayed. . 

The only original feature of the Fair was a large 
exhibition of artificial silk. This mainly comprised 
made-up goods (models), very little piece silk being 
shown. It was, however, artistically arranged, and there 
was no lack of striking advertising devices such as films, 
tableaux, mannequin parades and a cabaret performance, 
in which the artistes were clothed entirely in artificial 


silk. 





FRANKFORT SPRING FAIR. 


The Department of Overseas Trade is informed that 
the Eighteenth Frankfort International Fair will be 
held from 15th to 25th April. There will be special 
sections for agriculture, textiles (especially high-class 
goods) and foodstuffs, in connection with which the 
Union of Swiss Cheese Makers is arranging a collective 
exhibit. 

It is stated by the Fair Committee that France, Italy, 
Austria, Holland, and probably Hungary will be repre- 
sented. They suggest that British firms should exhibit 
textiles and ready-made clothing (particularly men’s and 
women’s coats), jams, biscuits and preserves of all kinds. 
Good business, it was added, might be done in Canadian 
cheese. 

It is understood that a reduction of 25 per cent. on 
the German railways will be allowed to visitors attending 
the Fair.

TRADE AND INDUSTRY IN 1927. 
(From the Office of H.M. Trade Commissioner. ) 
TORONTO. 


It is gratifying to record that greater activity has marked 
many branches of trade and industry. Employment, except 
for certain regular seasonal contractions, is better, and 
manufacturers of staple commodities have been busy. 

Canada’s total imports and exports reached the record of 
2,325,899,934 dollars in 1927, an increase of 43,618,755 dols. 
over the previous year. Imports amounted to 1,087,117,930 
dols. as compared with 1,008,341,911 dols., and exports 
1,238,782,004 dols., a decrease of 48,157,264 dols. over 1926, 
attributable mostly to agricultural and vegetable products. 

Imports from the United Kingdom increased by 
17,327,225 dols., and from the United States by 38,523,197 
dols. Those from the United States were slightly over 65 
per cent. of the Dominion total as compared with 16-75 per 
cent, from the United Kingdom. 

Froi a British point of view this shows a slight improve- 
ment as compared with 1926, when the United States 
portion was over 66 per cent. ‘and the United Kingdom's 
share about 16-3 per cent. There is, however, considerable 
room for improvement, and a more aggressive attitude 
towards the Canadian market would probably lead to ex- 
cellent results. It is doubtful if there is any more prosperous 
country in the world to-day than Canada, and United 
Kingdom capitalists, manufacturers and exporters would do 
well to cultivate the market. 


AGRICULTURE AND CROPS 


The final estimate on the farm crops of Canada for 1927, 
recently issued by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, gave 
the total yield of wheat in Canada at 440,024,700 bushels. 
from 22,460,154 acres, as compared with 407, 136, 000 bushels 
from 29. 895, 649 acres in 1926, and 387,738 620 bushels fromm

22,009,997 acres, the annual averages for the years 1922-26. 
Oats yielded a total of 439,712,700 bushels from 13,239,963 
acres, as compared with 383,416,000 bushels from 12,741,340 
acres in 1926 and 449,384,900 bushels from 13,743,468 acres 
the five-year average. The average yield per acre was 33-2 
bushels as against 30-1 bushels in 1926 and 32-7 bushels 
the five-year average. Barley ‘yielded 96,938,000 bushels 
from 3,505,715 acres, as against 99,987,100 bushels from 
3,647,462 acres in 1926 and 84,955,100 bushels from 3,192,586 
acres the five-year average. The average yield per acre was 
27:7 ‘bushels, as against 27-4 .bushels in 1926 and 26.6 
bushels the five-year average. 

The wheat crop of Canada in 1927 in point of yield is the 
second largest on record, the highest yield having been 
474,199,000 bushels in 1923. A compilation made by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics places the aggregate value 
of all Canadian field crops in 1927 at 1,134,000,000 dols., 
as against 1,104,983,100 dols. in 1926. The total area pro- 
ducing the crops was 56,000,000 acres. ‘The average prices 
received in 1927 by growers at the point of production are 
estimated as follows :—Fall wheat, 1 dol. 24 cts.; spring 
wheat, 99 cts.; oats, 51 cts.; barley, 58 cts.; potatoes, 1 dol. 
17 cts. per cwt.; hay and clover, 10 dols. 41 cts. per ton. 


THE AUTOMOBILE INDUSTRY. 


Valued at 117,569,132 dols. the production of 179,383 
automobiles in Canada during 1927 marked a decline of 
13 per cenl. in number and 6 per cent. in the total sales 
value, f.o.b. plant, from the corresponding figures for 1926. 
While fewer cars were produced than in 1926, which was 
the record year, the number turned out was greater than 
in 1925 by 10 per cent. and 34 per cent. higher than in 
1924. During last year imports into Canada of motor cars 
increased 28 per cent. in number to 36,630 from 28,535, 
while exports declined 23 per cent. to 57,793 from 74,553. 
The apparent consumption of cars in Canada, as determined 
by deducting the exports from the sum of the production 
and imports. showed little change from the previous year 
and amounted to 158,220 cars as compared with 159,098. 

That conditions in Canada during 1927 were basically 
favourable to the automobile industry is borne out by the 
fact that, although the selling prices of a great variety 
of models were considerably reduced, the average selling 
value of all cars made was 49 dols. greater than in 1926. 
Open model passenger cars sold at the factory for an 
average price of 503 dols. as compared with 488 dols. in the 
previous year; closed model passenger cars were lower at 
796 dols., f.0.b. plant, as against 822 dols. in 1926; trucks 
advanced to 513 dols. from 479 dols., and the average sales 
value of chassis rose to 388 dols. from 330 dols. 


Coke, IRON AND STEEL. 

lor the twelve months ended December last the output 
of coke in Canada totalled 1,981,010 tons as compared with 
1,909,578 tons in 1926. Disposition of coke by the pro- 
ducing plants showed that during the past year 244,887 tons 
were used in the coke plants, 955,648 tons were delivered 
to associated metallurgical works, and the balance, 769,294 
tons, was sold chiefly for domestic and foundry uses. 
Imports of coke into Canada during the year totalled 780,207 
tons, a decline of 20 per cent. from the total of 988,034 tons 
brought in during 1926. Exports from Canada amounted 
to 74,109 tons, an increase of 21 per cent. on the 61,245 tons 
of the previous year. The apparent consumption of coke in 
Canada, as computed by deducting exports from the sum 
of production and imports, amounted to 2,687,108 tons in 
1927, and in the previous year was 2,836,367 tons. 

Pig iron produced in Canada during 1927 amounted to 
709,697 long tons, or 7 per cent. lower than in the previous 
year, but 24 per cent. over the 570,397 tons of 1925. The 
output of steel showed considerable improvement at 907,638 
lons, as compared with 776,888 tons. The gain in steel 
produclion was due mainly to the increase in tonnage 
required for rails and other railway equipment, and to a 
better demand from the construction, machinery and agri- 
cultural implements industries. The decline in pig iron 
production must have been accompanied by a depletion of 
stocks in hand at the various works, since the bulk of the 
pig iron made in Canada goes into the manufacture of steel 
and the aggregate output of steel was up 17 per cent. 
Imports of pig iron showed an increase to 45,833 short tons 
(40,922 long tons) from 29,246 short tons (26, 112 long tons). 
During the year under review 519,801 tons, or 73 per cent., 
was produced for the further use of the makers, and the 
balance, 189,896 tons, or 27 per cent., was intended for sale. 
Production for the year included 523, 701 tons of ‘basic iron, 
145,787 tons of foundry iron and 40, 209 tons of malleable 
iron, 

Blast furnace charges totalled 1,263,990 long tons of im- 
ported iron ore, 798,288 short tons of coke, and 407,377 short 
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tons of limestone. Six furnaces, having a daily capacity 
of 2,375 tons, or about 47 per cent. of the total capacity 
of all blast furnaces in Canada, were in blast on 31st Decem- 
ber. There are 15 blast furnaces in Canada which, if 
operated at capacity the year round, could produce 1-8 
million tons of pig iron. Actual production in 1927 
amounted to about 39 per cent. of the total possible output. 

Production of ferro-alloys in 1927 was 56,514 tons, a 
decline of 2 per cent. from the 57,416 tons of 1926, but 
more than double the output of 25,709 tons in 1925. Over 
one-half of this year’s output was high grade ferro-man- 
ganese and the balance was ferro-silicon. Only four plants 
in Canada reported a production of ferro-alloys during 1927. 

Production of steel ingots and direct steel castings totalled 
907,638 tons, an increase of 17 per cent. over the 776,888 
tons produced in 1926. The past year’s figures included 
867,928 tons of steel ingots and 39,710 tons of castings; with 
the exception of a few tons the ingots were intended for 
further use by the makers, while the bulk of the castings 
was intended for sale. Four firms reported a production of 
B.O.H, steel ingots and one made a small quantity of electric 
ingots. Producers of direct steel castings included three 
firms making B.O.H. castings, five making Bessemer cast- 
ings, and thirteen producing electric castings. 


Putep AND ParerR EXPORTS. 


For the year 1927 the total value of pulp and paper 
exports was 176,603,299 dols., as compared with 173,491,635 
dols. in 1926, an increase for last year of 3,111,664 dols. 
Wood-pulp exports for the year were valued at 46,996,041 
dols,. and paper exports at 129,607,258 dols., as compared 
with 52,077,122 dols. and 121,414,513 dols. respectively in 
1926. Exports of pulpwood reached a record high figure 
in 1927 at 1,541,769 cords valued at 15,702,705 dols., as com- 
pared with 1,391,738 cords valued at 14,066,030 dols. in 1926. 

TOBACCO. 

The export of Canadian-grown tobacco in the fiscal year 
1927 was 30 times greater than in 1921, according to a return 
issued by the Department of Trade and Commerce. ‘“‘ The 
value of the tobacco-growing industry to Canada is rapidly 
assuming an important place in Canada’s export trade,’ 
says the Report. ‘‘ In 1921 the total exports of Canadian 
tobacco amounted to 200,153 Ibs., while in the fiscal year 
1927 it had reached a total of 6,330,972 lbs. The value of 
the 1927 export was 2,569,300 dols., and of that amount no 
less than 99 per cent. was sent to the United Kingdom.”’

FOREIGN TRADE IN JANUARY. 


Trade statistics for January last issued by the Irish Free

GRAIN PRODUCTION AND EXPORT. 


According to the ‘‘ Monthly Review ’’ of the Bank of 
London and South America, Limited, shipments of cereals 
and seeds from Argentina during 1927 amounted to about 
15 million tons, while the present harvest, according to 
first official estimates, will yield: Wheat, 6,530,000 tons; 
linseed, 2,160,000 tons; oats, 940,000 tons; and barley, 
370,000 tons, 

What the maize will be it is as yet too early to estimate, 
but recent weather conditions have been admirable from 
the crop point of view. The area sown is estimated greater 
by 10 per cent. than that of 1927, and as the yield last year 
was well over 8 million tons, indications are that 1928 will 
be marked by record shipments. An addition to the satis- 
factory outlook is the reasonable certainty that demand 
from consuming markets for all Argentine agricultural pro- 
duce will be well maintained, maize included. The area 
sown to maize will not fall short of 4,600,000 hectares, on 
which a full yield would give 11,500,000 tons, or, say, 9 
million tons exportable surplus. The economic importance 
of such a crop to Argentina is proportionately greater than 
that of linseed or wheat. Its cash results are spread over a 
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wider area and flow through a much greater number of 
individual channels, so that a good maize year is generally 
esteemed a good one for general trade. 

Except in the south and west of the Province of Buenos 
Aires, harvesting of wheat and linseed is well advanced, and 
in many regions already completed. The results as to 
quality and yield vary, but, on the whole, the consensus 
of opinion is that they are satisfactory. 





BRAZIL. 





FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-NOVEMBER, 1927. 


According to ‘‘ Wileman’s Brazilian Review ”’ imports into 
and exports from Brazil during the first eleven months of 
Jast year amounted in value to £72,391,000 and £79,538,000 
as compared with £73,057,000 and £85,857,000 respectively 
in the corresponding period of 1926. The movement of

The principal exports during the period under review were 
coffee £55,938,000, hides £2,880,000, raw cocoa £4,219,000, 
rubber £2,481,000, matte £2,382,000, tobacco £1,653,000, oil- 
producing seeds £1,589,000, skins £1,088,000, frozen and 
chilled meat £955,000, raw cotton £911,000, carnauba wax 
£710,000, wool £579,000, and timber £530,000. 

As compared with the same period of 1926, exports of 
coffee during the first eleven months of 1927 showed a 
decline in quantity of 1,074,000 bags, or 8°6 per cent., but a 
fall in sterling f.o.b. value of £8,341,000, or 13 per cent.; 
the value of other exports increased by £2,302,000, or 10°8 
per cent. Coffee accounted for 70°3 per cent. of the total 
sterling f.o.b. value of exports as against 75°2 per cent. in 
the first eleven months of 1926. 





CYRENAICA. 





TRADE CONDITIONS AND INDUSTRIAL 
ACTIVITIES. 


Throughout the past year traffic by land could only be 
conducted under convoy and on specified days when the 
roads could be patrolled, states a *Report on Economic and 
Commercial Conditions in Cyrenaica in 1926-27, based on 
information supplied by Mr. C. E. S, Palmer, British Consul 
at Bengasi. 

It has proved unsafe to venture any distance outside 
centres such as Merg and El Abiar, but as a result of military 
operations communications by land with Merg and Cirene 
should be much safer this year, and it is hoped to establish 
land communications with Tripoli in 1929. Imports are 
indirectly affected by these military operations, and exports 
have greatly diminished. The export of livestock—once a 
large source of revenue—has been prohibited and some is 
now being imported. There have been no exports of barley. 
This unfortunate state of affairs has greatly reduced the 
purchasing power of the population and imports have con- 
sequently suffered. The resuliant crisis has much deflected 
the capital of weaker firms, which have also been affected 
by the measures taken to reduce the cost of living. 


INDUSTRIAL ACTIVITIES. 


Considerable quantities of wine grapes have been planted 
at Guarscia, and experiments made last year with those 
produced at Government experimental stations are said to 
be encouraging. 

Active operations are proceeding in connection with the 
local salt pans, and it is understood that Bengasi_ will 
become one of the largest producers of salt in the world. 
The salt is said to contain other products useful in the 
manufacture of explosives. The one tunny fishery near

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Bengasi had a record year, taking over 3,500 tunny, many 
of which weighed over 3 cwt. 

Sponges reached their record price in 1925, and the total 
quantity of taxable sponges brought into Bengasi was esti- 
mated at over 13 million lire. In 1926 there was a slump 
in price, and the taxable total was only 6 million lire. The 
taxable total for last year was expected to reach some 
5 million lire. 

Much progress has been made with the construction of 
model houses, while even streets and new imposing munici- 
pal works and gardens are being constructed, or are in 
project at Bengasi. There has been considerable activity by 
the municipality, and private individuals are also being 
encouraged to build by the Government subsidy.

IN NOVEMBER, 1927. 


(From the British Consul.) 
ATLANTA. 


According to statistics, compiled from Customs returns, 
the total value of imports into the States of North and South 
Carolina, Georgia, Alabama and Florida during the month 
of November, 1927, was 5,655,000 dollars, as compared with 
7,040,000 dols. in October. The chief items were: Fertiliser 
materials, 1,267,800 dols.; tobacco, 1,040,600 dols.; sugar, 
1,025,200 dols.; petroleum and products, 848,400 dols.; 
coffee, 304,600 dols.; newsprint, 245,400 dols.; fresh fruit, 
182,900 dols. ; creosote oil, 100,700 dols.; cement, 82,400 dols. ; 
jute burlaps, 71,300 dols.; molasses, 70,000 dols.; quebracho 
wood dyeing materials, 52,800 dols.; structural shapes of 
iron and steel, 29,300 dols.; iron ore, 27,600 dols.; coconuts, 
27,400 dols.; cotton, short staple, 22,500 dols.; beet pulp, 
19,900 dols.; asphalt, 18,400 dols.; meat, preserved, canned, 
etc., 18,000 dols.: antiques, 13,800 dols.; paper-making 
materials, 12,700 dols.; and tomatoes, 11,800 dols. 

The November total is approximately 1,500,000 dols. less 
than that for October. Among the articles imported in 
November which have not appeared in previous returns may 
be mentioned biscuits, non-alcoholic beverages and paper 
hangings from the United Kingdom and glass kitchen 
utensils from Italy. It should be borne in mind that these 
Statistics refer only to direct imports, and do not include 
the goods, chiefly manufactured articles, bought from im- 
porters in New York and other Northern cities.

HUNGARY. 
THE BUDGET, 1928-29. 


The Budget for the financial year 1928-29 submitted to 
Parliament by the Minister of Finance estimates the total 
receipts at 1,360 million pengés, and shows a surplus of 
receipts over expenditure amounting to 2,456,110 pengéds, 
states the Hungarian Telegraph Correspondence Bureau in 
London. The whole of the surplus is estimated under the 
heading of State Administration, the receipts of which are 
estimated at 870,306,020 pengds and the expenditure at 
867,849,310 pengds. 

The estimates for State undertakings show both receipts 
and expenses balanced at 489,954,980 pengés. In fact the 
receipts of State undertakings show an excess Over expenses 
of 20,933,040 pengds, but this amount has been reserved 
for further investments. Both total receipts and expendi- 
ture have increased approximately by 100 million pengdés 
as compared with the estimates for the financial year 
1927-28. The appropriations for capital outlay have been 
increased from 4 million pengés to 30 million pengés, as 
compared with the previous year’s estimates. The Govern- 
ment hope to be able to spend further amounts for useful 
investments over and above those reserved in the estimates 
for these purposes. The unspent balance of 39 million 
pengés of the League of Nations’ loan which has been re- 
leased by the Financial Committee of the League, as well as 
the total budgetary surplus, will be allocated to investments. 

The estimated surplus of State undertakings (20,700,000 
pengés) will be utilised for the following investments: Post, 
telegraph and telephone, 10 million pengés; State railways, 
8,700,000 pengés; and State iron and machine works, 
2 million pengis. 

The Treaty charges were increased according to an agree- 
ment concludé@ with the Commission of Reparation from 
5 million to 5} million gold crowns, i.e., 6°4 million pengés.

in the course of his Budget speech the Minister of Finance 
paid high tribute to the League of Nations to whose assist- 
ance it was chiefly due that the budgetary position of the 
country could be gradually consolidated and a great pro- 
gramme of investments carried out to the benefit of the 
economical development of Hungary. It was found possible 
to estimate a greater budgetary surplus than that contained 
in the estimates for the financial year 1927-28. Though the 
present estimates provide also for a further increase of 
salaries of State employees, they show an improvement by 
41 million pengés upon the estimates for 1924-25, which 
can be attributed to measures of economy and to the re- 
organisation of State Administration.

KIEL CANAL TRAFFIC IN JANUARY. 
(From the British Consul-General. ) 
HAMBURG. 


The noticeable decline in traffic through the Kiel Canal 
during January as compared both with the preceding month 
and the corresponding one of last year is attributed not only 
lo the usual seasonal decrease but also to ice rendering 
navigation difficult. Compared with January, 1927, there 
was a decrease of about 700 vessels aggregating 130,000 tons 
passing through the canal, and from the December level 
there was also a marked decrease of some 820 vessels aggre- 
gating roughly 370,000 tons, the actual figures being as 
follows :—

SHIPPING AT BASLE IN 1927 
The Department of Overseas Trade has received a report 
bv the British Consul at Basle regarding shipping at the 
port during 1927, when 774 vessels of 768,751 net register 
tons entered it, this figure constituting a record for Basle 
Rhine navigation. 


The nationality of the vessels arriving were 234 Dutch of 


935,982 net reg. tons, 208 German of 211,866 net reg. tons, 
146 Swiss of 141,934 net reg. tons, 148 French of 139,430 net 
reg. tons, and 388 Belgian of 39,539 net reg. tons, all of 
which carried cargo. As regard down stream traffic only 
964 vessels of 250,561 net reg. tons carried cargo, the rematin- 
ing 510 vessels of 518,100 net reg. tons being in ballast. 

Imports into Basle by the Rhine route totalled 655,065 
tons, and exports from Basle via the Khine amounted to 
74,575 tons. 

The satisfactory traffic last year is attributed firstly to 
the high water level which prevailed and which rendered 
navigation possible until October. The general improve- 
ment in the economic situation and the increased French 
railway freights, due to reasons of exchange, also contri- 
buted towards the record traffic figures reached.

RECENT CROP CONDITIONS. 


The Cyprus Trade Commissioner in London reports that 
sowing of wheat continued up to the middle of January. 
Imported chemical fertilisers are being increasingly used. 
A large area has been sown to broad beans. High prices 
for onions are causing extended cultivation and a heavy 
demand for seed. Potatoes have been in good demand for 
export, and a larger area is expected to be planted this 
season. Large quantities of seed have been imported from 
Ireland and England. There has been a strong demand for 
oranges for export to Egypt and Greece, and plantations 
are still extending. F lorescence of carobs has been damaged 
in certain localities by hail, and prices have risen.

ship repairing and engineering section, giving building, etc., 
capacity; results of marine account and financial position of 
British marine insurance companies; shipping sales, with 
prices, etc., reported in 1927, and coal and oil prices fo 
several years past. 

In the British shipping companies section particulars are 
given relating to 658 companies with a total paid-up capital 
of £273,675,000 and owning between them 4,144 vessels. 
totalling 17,197,000 tons gross, 25,145,000 tons dead weight, 
and averaging thirteen years of age. This is 89.6 per cent. 
of the total gross tonnage of steam and motor vessels of over 
100 tons gross under the British flag. It is of interest to note 
that the six leading groups—Peninsular and Oriental, Royal 
Mail Steam Packet, Ellerman, Cunard, Holt’s and Furness 
Withy—embrace seventy-three campanies with a total paid-up

TARIFF BOARD’S ANNUAL REPORT. 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Annual 
Report for the year ended 30th June, 1927, of the Tariff 
Board of the Commonwealth of Australia, the matters dealt 
with in the Report being arranged under a number of main 
headings as follows :—Primary Industries; Secondary Indus- 
tries; Tariff Revision; Admission of Goods under By-law; 
Deferred Duties; Bounties; Inquiries under Customs Tariff 
(Industries Preservation Act, 1921-22); and General. 

In the year under review the Board conducted public 
enquiries in 50 cases. ‘Twenty-six reports on subjects dealt 
with at public enquiries were made by the Board during 
the period; and in addition 861 applications for concessions 
under Tariff By-laws were enquired into and reported upon. 

During the vear the Tariff Board dealt with a number of 
matters affecting the following Australian primary indus- 
tries: The wine industry, timber, copper, butter and cheese, 
tobacco, peppermint oil, rice, potatoes, acetate for the manu- 
facture of acetic acid and linseed. 

In connection with the secondary industries with which 
the Board have been brought closely into touch during the 
year, it is remarked that a feature has been the large 
number of applications for increased duties, a great man) 
of which came from industries which already enjoy a very 
considerable measure af protection; duties which were con- 
sidered adequate a few years ago are now claimed to be 
quile insufficient to prevent competition from abroad to 
an extent said to threaten the existence of the local industry. 
In some cases applications were made for further increases 
in duties raised as recently as in the Tariff of 1925, on the 
ground that such increases were insufficient to ensure the 
continuance of the manufacture of the goods concerned in 
Australia. The Board have, however, noted with satisfaction 
that many increases in duties have been the means of stimu- 
lating production in Australia and of attracting manufac- 
turers overseas to establish works in the Commonwealth, 
such factories it is stated bringing in the skill and experience 
of the parent house and setting a standard in knowledge of 
the craft and of efficiency in production which the Aus- 
tralian factories have to contend against, and which tend 
towards the cheaper production of the commodity handled 
to the benefit of the community at large. The following are 
among the industries which have benefited by these Tariff 
increases and by deferred duties provided for in the Tariff 
Schedule (in a number of these steps are being taken by 
interests abroad to establish local factories)—viz., cotton 
tweeds, underwear, felt for slippers, wood screws, cotton 
yarn, wireless valves, whisky, X ray apparatus, storage 





batteries, electrical switchgear, electricity meters and rail- 
way motors, 

A. very large portion of the time of the Tariff Board was 
occupied in hearing evidence with regard to applications 
for Tariff revision, the Board having made 26 reports on this 
matter in addition to having 33 cases on hand on 30th 
Jure, 1927. The Board also refer to the working of those 
provisions of the Tariff which provide for the admission of 
goods at concessional Tariff rates of duty under by-laws, 
these provisions being of great advantage in relieving from 
the payment of the full rate of duty many materials and 
machines which cannot ‘be made in Australia. Similarly, 
the Board refer to the requests which they have dealt with 
for the application of the ‘‘ deferred duties ’’ provided for 
by the Tariff; the consideration which has been given to the 
question of the granting of bounties in respect of certain 
goods; and to the cases which have been referred to them 
during the year in connection with matters pertaining to 
the Customs Tariff (Industries Preservation) Act. 

It is perhaps the ‘* General ”’ section of the Tariff Board’s 
Report that is likely to arrest the attention of those who are 
interested in the condition of commercial affairs in the 
Commonwealth. 

After making some remarks on the possibility of intro- 
ducing into Australian industry to some extent the sim- 
plified practice and elimination of waste which have been 
adopted with considerable success in the United States of 
America, and after emphasising the fact that the interests 
of the Australian consuming public do, in fact, receive the 
most careful consideration in connection with the public 
investigations which are made by the Board, the Board 
proceed in the ‘‘ General ’’ section of their Report, to a frank 
discussion, so far as they are convinced that the matter 
properly lies within their province, of the conditions of 
Australian industry in relation to the present Tariff position. 

In some general remarks on the conditions of Industry, 
the Board point out that they have already drawn attention 
to the danger of endeavouring to meet increasing costs of 
production by means of a Tariff alone. In illustration, the 
Board give certain quotations from the Federal Revenue 
Statistics, which show that in the case of at least two 
important classes of goods covered by the engineering 
industry, increased duties which were imposed in Septem- 
ber, 1925, failed to afford any increased protection. In such 
cases the Tariff Board point out that indirectly the balance 
of trade is likely to be adversely affected and a serious factor 
raised in relation to the financial stability of the Common- 
wealth. 

The Tariff Board then proceed to review the prevailing 
tendency of the industrial unions, the secondary producer 
and the primary producer, all to abuse the protective system 
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and by forcing the pace under disadvantageous conditions 
actually to endanger the efficacy of that system. 

Although little or no export markets can be looked for at 
present for secondary manufactured products, the ‘Tariff 
Board are satisfied that, generally speaking, secondary manu- 
facturers in Australia are endeavouring to maintain a high 
standard of efficiency. They do, however, emphasise the 
virtual responsibility that rests upon manufacturers in 
industries which are made possible by the shelter of protec- 
tive duties imposed by the Australian Parliament in the 
interests of the community as a whole of ensuring that the 
community obtains an adequate return for the protection 
accorded, and that local prices are kept down to the lowest 
possible limit consistent with a reasonable and legitimate 
return on capital. The Board feel, however, that the Aus- 
tralian Parliament has succeeded, by the provisions of the 
Tariff Board Act, which requires that the necessity for new, 
increased or reduced duties shall be enquired into by the 
Tariff Board at a public enquiry and upon oath, in elimi- 
nating some opportunities for the abuse of the protectionist 
system. 

The Board recognise that both primary and_ secondary 
producers expect lo hold their own domestic market against 
all outsiders, but as they point out the result of high costs 
of production, now so heavy in the Commonwealth, and the 
Tariff on primary and especially secondary commodities 
which has to be kept high, has been that no market other 
than the domestic is open to the secondary producer. He 
cannot compete with the outside world. The primary pro- 
ducer is tending in the same direction, but has been saved 
from the same actual position ‘by reason of the application 
of machinery to his harvesting and by the unequalled pas- 
toral advantages possessed by some parts of Australia. Out- 
side of these conditions, the primary producer is in much 
the same posilion as the secondary producer, and for the 
assurance of his own domestic market against the world does 
not hesitate to ask for duties high enough to effect this 
purpose and even at times for a complete embargo. Whilst 
it does not, of course, apply as a general statement, the 
Tariff Board feel that it must be admitted that the granting 
of some of the requests made by the primary producers for 
what really amounts to absolute immunity from overseas 
competition ,would be to force consumers in Australia to use 
a commodity of lower quality produced by less efficient 
methods than that which could be imported. The Tariff 
Board realise, however, that the primary producer is at 
present in the least advantageous, position, although much 
is, and has been, attempted for him through the Tariff and 
in other directions.

NOTICE TO EXPORTERS: CUSTOMS DUTY ON 
ARTICLES IMPORTED BY POST. 


Information has been received through H.M. Senior Trade 
Commissioner in India of a notice published in the ‘‘ Cal- 
cutta Exchange Gazette ’’ of 6th February by the Collector of 
Customs, regarding Customs duty on articles imported by 
post which reads as follows :— 

Importers are informed that duty is levied on the full 
value of articles, including postage, insurance, commission, 
etc. An addition of 4 per cent. to the declared value is, 
therefore, made in assessing parcels to duty, unless the 
extra charges, specified above, are shown on the declaration 


form or the value declared includes such charges. Suitable 
arrangements should therefore be made with suppliers 


abroad to enter full details on the Customs Declaration 


forms.

SULPHURIC: ACID.

sulphuric acid. The interpretation of ** sulphuric acid’ 
(unless the context of the Ordinance otherwise requires) js 
given as ‘‘ the corrosive and intensely acid liquid of oil) 
consistence having a specific gravity of about 1-84 pertaining 
to or obtained from sulphur and commonly known as ‘ gil 
of vitriol,’ and includes any mixture containing any pro. 
portion of the said acid.’’ The Bill provides, inter alia, that 
no person shall import or sell by wholesale sulphuric acid 
unless he shall have first obtained from the _ Inspector. 
General a licence in writing for the purpose. ‘The full text 
olf the proposed Bill may ‘be seen on application to. the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W. 1.

No. 21, lard and lard substitutes; No. 25, meat—<(a) canned 
or ‘bottled, (b) smoked or cured, (c) other kinds, including 
extracts; No. 27, milk, condensed or otherwise preserved; 
No. 28, oil, edible; No. 30, provisions, unenumerated; No. 36, 
tea; and No. 38, vegetables, dried, canned or preserved.

CERTAIN AGRICULTURAL MACHINERY, ETC., 
EXEMPT FROM CUSTOMS DUTY. 

Under existing legislation certain agricultural, etc., 
machinery and implements may be imported into the French 
Zone of Morocco without payment of the normal Customs 
duty of 10 per cent. ad valorem (5 per cent. ad valorem over 
the Algerian-Moroccan frontier), and subject only to the 
special tax of 24 per cent. ad valorem prescribed by Art. 65 
of the Act of Algeciras. 

The number of articles entitled to this favourable treat- 
ment has been considerably extended by a Decree dated 
7th January and effective on 15th January, and a complete 
list of the articles now enjoying the privilege is given 
below :—

PROPOSED AMENDMENT OF REGULATIONS 
GOVERNING APPLICATION OF 
PREFERENTIAL TARIFF. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt of information from 
.M. Trade Commissioner at Montreal to the effect that the 
Minister of Finance in his Budget speech announced that 
ii was proposed to amend the Preference regulations in 
such a way that in order to claim the benefit of Imperial 
Preference in Canada 50 per cent. (instead of 25 per cent. 
as at present) of the value of the goods would have to be 
due to Empire labour or material, and that there would 
be similar increases in the percentages required in the case 
of goods entering under Treaty rates and under the Inter- 
inediate Tariff. 

The Trade Commissioner states that this modification of 
requirements will not involve new legislation, as_ the 
(overnor-General is empowered, on Ministerial recom- 
mendation, to establish regulations for the application of 
Preferential Tariffs. No date has yet been fixed for the 
mforcement of the revised conditions.

CUSTOMS TARIFF ALTERATIONS. 

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ for 3rd March contains a 
Law, dated 2nd March, “ratifying a Decree, approving 
certain Commercial Conventions and making certain altera- 
lions in the French Customs Tariff.’’ A translation of this 
Lew is given below. -Its general effect is:—

(1) to. give Parliamentary approval to the _ Franco- 
German Commercial Agreemnt of August last, and 
the consequential changes in the French Customs 
Tariff (Articles 1 and 2); 

(2) to authorise the President to ratify the FEranco- 
Italian Silk Convention of January, 1927 (Article 3); 

(3) to give Parliamentary approval to the Franco-Swiss 
Commercial Convention of February, 1928, and the 
consequential changes in the French Customs 
Tariff (Articles 4 to 6); 

(4) to make certain further alterations in the French 
Tariff (in the main those proposed in the Partial 
Tariff Revision Bill of which translation was given 
in last week’s issue of the ‘‘ Journal ’’) (Article 7); 

(5) to amend the provisions regarding levy of duty on 
cross weight in connection with the incorporation 
of basic Tariff duties and “‘ coefficients of increase ”’ 
into a single figure (Articles 8 and 9); 

(6) to continue in force the ‘‘ special temporay admis- 
sion ’’ régime at present applicable to tinplates and 
various other goods (Article 10); and 

(7) lo fix the Tariff régime of certain goods imported as 

reparations in kind (Article 11). 

The Tariff changes under the Franco-German Commercial 
Agreement (Articles 1 and 2) have been in force since 5th 
September last. Those resulting from the Franco-Italian 
and Franco-Swiss Agreements (reductions of duty on certain 
machinery, etc., and increases on some silks, etc.)—Articles 
3 to 6—have been made operative as from 25th February. 
The remaining provisions of the measure are expected to 
come into force shortly. the date of enforcement having, 
under the law. to be not later than the 16th March. This 
covers the ‘‘ Partial Tariff Revision ’’ measure (known as the 
‘‘additif douanier’’). The actual text of the schedule of 
revised duties was not published in the ‘‘ Journal Officiel ”’ 
on 3rd March; but the statement below shows the particulars 
in which the schedule as finally passed differs from the sche- 
dule recommended to the Chamber of Deputies by the 
Customs Commission (viz., that given in last week’s issue of 
the ‘‘ Journal’’). This statement, it should be pointed out, 
has been compiled in the Board of Trade on the basis of 
the Official Reports of the Debates in the Chamber of 
Deputies and in the Senate, and is subject to correction. 


TRANSLATION OF A LAW OF 2ND MARCH, 1928, TO RATIFY A DECREE, TO 
APPROVE CERTAIN COMMERCIAL CONVENTIONS AND TO MAKE CERTAIN ‘TARIFF 
MODIFICATIONS, 


Article 1.—The Decree of 30th August, 1927, making certain 
changes in the Customs ‘lariff and laying down the conditions 
under which they were to come into force in view of the Franco- 
German Commercial Agreement of 17th August, 1927, is ratified and 
converted into Law. 

Article 2.—The President of the Republic is authorised to ratify 
the Franco-Germz2zn Commercial Agreement signed on 17th August, 
1927, and provisionally brought into operation by the Decree of 
26th August, 1927. A copy of this document, and of its annexes, 
shall be annexed to the present Law. 

[The revised Tariff duties consequent on the Franco-German 
Agreement referred to in the above two Articles were set out in 
full in the issues of the ‘“ Journal” of ist September, 1927 
(pp. 237-244), and 8th September, 1927 (pp. 266-277).] 

Article 3.—The President of the Republic is authorised to ratify 
the Franco-Italian Convention signed at Paris on 26th January, 
1927, revising the Convention relating to the Customs regime of 
silk and silk goods of 28th July, 1923, as completed by the 
Exchanges of Notes of 29th December, 1923, and 10th January, 
1924, and modified by the Supplementary Agreement of 29th May, 
1926, and by the exchange of Notes of 14th August, 1926. A copy 
of this document, and of its annexes, shall be annexed to the 
present Law. 

[A notice regarding this Convention was published in the 
“ Journal” of 23rd February, 1928, pages 256-8. 

Article 4.—The Customs Tariff (including the increases’ by 
coefficient and the increases of 30 per cent. resulting from the 
Law of 6th April, 1926, and the Decree of 14th August, 1926) is 
modified in acco:rdance with the schedule A annexed to the present 
Law as regards the merchandise specified in that schedule. 

[Schedule A represents the Tariff changes prescribed by the 
Franco-Swiss Agreement (see Article 5). Particulars of these 
Tariff changes were given in the ‘“ Journal’’ of 16th February, 
pages 224-231. ] 

Article 5.—In view of the bearing of the duties and coefficients 
prescribed above on imports from Switzerland into France, the 
Tariff changes 1esulting from Article 4 shall have full effect only 
after the exchange, between the Governments of the High Con- 
tracting Parties, of the instruments of ratification of the Agree- 
ment of 21st January, 1928. 

Article 6.—The President of the Republic is authorised to ratify 
the Franco-Swiss Commercial Agreement of 2ist January, 1928,* 
supplementing the Commercial Convention of 20th October, 1906. 
A copy of this document and of its annexes shall be annexed to 
the present Law. 

Article 7.—The Customs Tariff (including the increases by 
coefficient and the increases of 30 per cent, resulting from the 
Law of 6th April, 1926, and the Decree of 14th August, 1926) is 
modified in accordance with Schedule B annexed*to the present 
Law, as regards the goods specified in that Schedule. 

[This Schedule represents the Partial Tariff Revision Bill. A 
translation of the Schedule as recommended to the Chamber of 
Deputies by the Customs Commission was printed with last week’s 
issue of the “ Journa!.” We give below a statement of the differ- 
ences between the Schedule as passed into law and as presented 
to the Chamber by the Customs Commission. ] 

Article 8.—For all goods not mentioned in Schedule B to the: 
present Law which are dutiab'e at specific rates subject to

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coefficients of increase, the Customs Department is authorised to 
incorporate the coe ficients of increase in the duties. 

If the total duties resulting from such incorporation contain 
fractions of a centime, fractions of less than 4 centime shall be 
disregarded, and fractions amounting to or exceeding 4 centime 
shall be counted as one centime. 

Article 9.—Article 83 of the Codified Customs Law is modified as 
follows :— 

‘Unless otherwise specially provided, Customs duties fixed on 
the basis of weight shall be levied, in the ‘ General,’ ‘ Interme- 
diate ’ or ‘ Minimum’ Tarifis, on the basis of the gross weight for 
all goods on which the ‘* Minimum ’ Tariff duty (or the sole Tariff 
duty where there is only one duty) does not exceed 150 francs 
per 100 kilogs., or 14 francs per kilog. In other cases duties shall, 
with the same reservation, be levied on the net weight. 

“Outer or inner packings having a commercial value shall pay 
the duty applicable to them except in the case of goods taxed on 
the basis of gross weight when the duty on the packing does not 
exceed the duty on the contents by more than 10 per cent. The 
same exception applies to the inner packing of goods taxed on the 
basis of semi-gross weight.’ 

Articie 10.—Provisionally, and until the coming jnto force of the 
General Tariff Revision Law, goods enjoying the benefits of the 
special temporary admission regime laid down by the Decree of 
the 8th July, 1919, shall continue to enjoy such benefits under the 
conditions laid down by the regulations in force at the date of 
promulgation of the present Law and on payment of the basic 
duties appiicable prior to that date, increased if necessary by the 
coefficient of 1°7 representing the two 30 per cent. increases of 
specific duties prescribed by the Law of the 6th April, 1926, and 
the Decree of the 14th August, 1926. 

Article 11.—All goods imported as reparations in kind covered 
by the seventh paragraph of the sole Article of the Law of 6th 
April, 1926, and by the penultimate paragraph of Article 1 of the 
Decree of 14th August, 1926, shall pay 60 per cent. of the 

“General,” “Intermediate” or “ Minimum” Tariff, as the case 
may be. The conditions under which this provision is to be 
ro Ae shall be iaid down by Decree. 

Article 11.—The provisions of Articles 1 to 6 above shall be 
applied as from 26th February, 1928. The provisions of Articles 
7 to 11 shall be put in force at a date to be fixed by Decree, but 
not later than on 16th March.* All provisions of previous Laws 
ve — in so far as they are contrary to the preceding 

rticles 

Goods which are proved to have been shipped direct to France 
before the promalgation of the present Law shall be admitted on 
payment of the previous duties, if these are more favourable,* 
provided the goods have not been entered for warehousing. Proof 
of the date of despatch must be given, in the case of goods arriv- 
ing by sea, by Bills of Lading made out at the last port of ship- 
ment, with destination to a French port, and in the case of 
imports other than by sea, by the latest transport documents 
(waybills or others) made out with France as direct dest_nation. 
Proofs shall be admitted only after the Customs Administration 
shall have accepted them as valid. 


MopiFricaTIONS IN PartiaAL Tanirr Revision Brix. 

The special section published with last week’s issue of the 
“Board of Trade Journal ’’ gave particulars of the Partial 
Tariff Revision Bill in the form in which it was recom- 
mended to the Chamber of Deputies by the Customs Com- 
mission of the Chamber. The measure was discussed by the 
Chamber on 22nd, 23rd, 24th and 28th February, and by the 
Senate on the 2nd March, and various amendments were 
made. The following statement shows the amendments 
made (i.e., the differences between the Bill as presented to 
the Chamber by the Customs Commission and the measure 
as passed into law on 2nd March). Some items (e.g., 
embroidery) were deleted from the measure; but various 
new items were inserted during the debate, and these latier 
are shown below in italic type. In other cases the changes
